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Masterplan may let 
Mereham ‘sneak in’ 


ELY’S masterplan could 
unwittingly open the 
door for the controver¬ 
sial Mereham new town. 

That is the warning from 
Councillor Ian Allen, who 
claims East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s support 
for the rapid expansion 
plans for Ely could help 
developers Multiplex Stan- 
nifer to build the 5,100-home 
new town near Stretham. 

The plans for Mereham are 
currently under consideration by a 
Government inspector following a 
three-month planning inquiry 
Hazel Blears, Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local Govern¬ 
ment is due to make a final 
decision in the summer. 
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But Cllr Allen told a special 
meeting of the council’s strategic 
development committee that the 
council’s support for 3,000 to 5,000 
new homes in Ely could weaken its 
claims that the A10 would become 
gridlocked if Mereham went 
ahead. 

He said: “The most immediate 
threat is that Multiplex has pres¬ 
ented us with a document that is 
far more comprehensive than the 
masterplan. 

“We are risking it landing on 
Hazel Blears’ doorstep and it 
undermines all the arguments we 
have made about Mereham.” 

But Cllr Tony Goodge believed 
Mereham and plans to expand 
Ely’s population to 28,000 were 
completely different. 


He told councillors: “We have 
a railway station in Ely and this 
transport system has a great 
advantage over anything Mere¬ 
ham has to offer. 

“We are also on high land, 
while the Mereham site is on 
land prone to flooding.” 

David Archer, the council’s 
executive officer, added: “I think 
the masterplan will help our case 
against Mereham, rather than 
hinder it. 

“Our response to Mereham is to 
develop Ely, which has much more 
suitable land for housing.” 

The meeting about the master- 
plan, which cost £49,000 to produce, 
saw councillors vote to approve its 
publication. 

Residents will now have six 
weeks to have their say on the 
plans before the document is 
officially adopted and incorporated 


into the council’s Local Develop¬ 
ment Framework strategy 

It sets out how Ely’s population 
will grow by 50 per cent over the 
next 20 years - from 17,500 to 28,000 
- as Ely becomes a “21st-Century 
garden city”. 

At its centre will be a new sta¬ 
tion quarter - comprising homes, 
shops and offices - which would 
be made possible by the creation 
of the Southern Link Road, 
costing between £15 million and 
£27 million, which would link 
Angel Drove to the A142 near 
Stuntney 

But the masterplan said the 
bypass remained a low priority for 
the Government. 

Cllr Allen said: “To do the whole 
plan around the bypass is complete 
folly When it goes into the eastern 
pot, it will always be knocked to 
the bottom of the list.”

Rail worker helps 
prevent a suicide 


A RAIL worker saved the 
life of a depressed hospital 
patient. 

Teresa Steer stopped the 
woman committing suicide under 
the wheels of a 125mph express 
train. 

Now Mrs Steer, 44, has been 
honoured by her employers with 
a Gold Excellence Award for her 
incredible actions at Huntingdon 
station. 

The Chatteris grandmother, a 
customer assistant, was about to 
go off duty when she saw a young 
woman arrive at the station and 
was immediately concerned 
about her welfare. 

Suspecting an imminent 
suicide attempt, she alerted 
Network Rail controllers, who 
ordered trains to slow to walking 
pace. 

She followed the young woman 
along the platform, where she 
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was sitting on the platform edge. 

Mrs Steer said: “I knew I had to 
stop the trains first, and then I 
sat talking with her for a while. 

“As a GNER express train 
approached very slowly, she went 
onto the track. I had to get 
permission to follow her and 
spent 20 minutes talking to her 
before I persuaded her to leave. 

“I was trying to make her 
understand that taking medi¬ 
cation did not make her a burden. 
Lots of people have to take medi¬ 
cation every day.” 

“I suggested she put down how 
she was feeling on paper to show 
to her doctors. I have not seen her 
since, so I hope she’s all right.” 

Mrs Steer, who joined the 
railway seven years ago, added: “I 
would like to think I saved her 
life.” 


She was presented with her 
gold award by train operator 
First Capital Connect, but picked 
up a second gong for the help she 
provides for disabled people. 

A company spokesman said: “A 
customer who uses a wheelchair 
wrote praising the dedication 
Teresa has provided for him over 
the past three years. 

“She helps him to safely 
embark and disembark trains, 
stays beyond hours, updates him 
on train disruption, organises 
taxis and walks him back to his 
car. 

“Teresa has shown a level of 
customer care that is exceptional 
to First Capital Connect.” 

Mrs Steer, who used to work in 
a care home for elderly people, is 
employed to help customers, 
particularly disabled and elderly 
people, at the station and to keep 
it clean and safe.

Pastor’s wife fights

A PASTOR’S wife remains in 
intensive care at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital after a car 
crash. 

Rene Cockerton, 71, 
suffered serious injuries 
when the Renault Megane 
driven by her husband Peter, 
76, crashed into a tree after a 
collision with another car on 
the A10, near Little Thetford. 

Mr Cockerton, lay pastor 
at the Little Thetford Baptist 
Church, was also taken to the 
Cambridge hospital, with 
chest injuries and a sus¬ 
pected broken ankle. 

The crash on Thursday, 
March 20, at 11am involved a 
Peugeot 307 car, whose driver, 
a 70-year-old man, and pass¬ 
enger, a woman of 62, both 
from Cumbria, were unhurt. 

Mrs Cockerton and her 
cousin, Margaret Digweed, a 
rear seat passenger, had to be 
cut free from the wreckage 
by firefighters, who closed 


the road for almost three 
hours. 

Mrs Cockerton has since 
undergone several oper¬ 
ations on her liver and 
remains in intensive care. 
Mrs Digweed has received a 
skin graft for injuries to her 
legs. 

Gwen Taylor, a member of 
the Little Thetford Baptist 
Church, said: “We have said 
lots of prayers for both of 
them. 

“Peter is now out of hos¬ 
pital with his leg in plaster 
and a badly bruised chest. 

“He is a very important 
figure in this village and all 
our thoughts are with him 
now.” 

Masses will be led by lay 
preachers from across the 
eastern region until Mr 
Cockerton returns.

Man had 17,000 
child pom images

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A CHILD porn pervert 
faces jail after he was 
caught with sickening 
sex images by an FBI 
investigation. 

Mark Pauley was arrested at 
his home by Cambridgeshire 
police after they were handed 
his details by the US justice 
enforcement agency. 

It was just one of almost 
1,000 investigations resulting 
from the FBI’s Operation 
Predator aimed at smashing an 
international child porno¬ 
graphy ring. 

Officers discovered more 
than 17,000 child porn images 
on Pauley’s computer at his 
home in Friar’s Way, Littleport, 
including a sickening five- 
minute child abuse video. 

Pauley, 41, appeared at Ely 
Magistrates Court on Tuesday, 
where he pleaded guilty to 16 
charges of making an indecent 
photograph of a child and one 
count of voyeurism. 

Matthew Bradbury explained 
how the FBI had discovered 
Pauley’s credit card details 
after smashing a child porn 
website in 2003.

He said: “Mr Pauley’s credit 
details were recorded in a 
voluminous list that the FBI 
sent to various national 
agencies. 

“These agencies have been 


working through these 
addresses, leading them to 
search Mr Pauley’s home. 

“A very substantial amount 
of material was seized and it 
has taken a long time for it to 
be viewed. 

“But 17,083 images have been 
reviewed and all are pros¬ 
ecutable.” 

Mr Bradbury explained how 
five of the images were 
particularly sickening and had 
received the highest possible 
severity rating on the so-called 
Copine Scale developed by 
Cork University in Ireland. 

Mr Bradbury said: “Every 
time an offender looks at an 
image, he is participating in 
that child being abused.” 

Pauley also admitted a 
charge of filming people in a 
private act for his own sexual 
gratification. It follows the 
discovery of a video made by 
Pauley, trying to film up 
women’s skirts in Littleport. 

Presiding magistrate Maggie 
Holling said: “You should be 
committed [to jail] for a longer 
time than we can impose to 
protect the public from you.” 

Pauley was committed to 
Cambridge Crown Court for 
sentence at a date yet to be 
fixed.

Wetlands vision is 


a ‘waste of money’ 


PLANS for a wetland 
park are facing growing 
opposition, with critics 
labelling the ambitious 
scheme a “ridiculous 
waste of money”. 

The National Trust is asking 
people to have their say on 
Wicken Fen Vision, a scheme to 
re-flood 22 square miles of 
former wetlands between 
Soham and Cambridge. 

But residents in nearby 
villages of Swaffham Prior, 
Wicken, Fen Ditton, Water- 
beach, Lode and Burwell have 
condemned the scheme at a 
series of consultation meetings. 

They say turning thousands 
of acres of prime farmland into 
a “jungle” would be a 
scandalous misuse of millions 
of pounds of public and lottery 
money. 

Geoffrey Woollard, a parish 
councillor in Swaffham Prior, 
said: “This scheme would cost 
hundreds of millions of 
pounds, once all the land has 
been bought, and it is a 
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ridiculous waste of money. I do 
not want to deprive people of 
access to the Fens, but I feel 
this scheme is totally out of 
proportion to the needs of local 
people. It is far too big and 
expensive. 

“It is also a criminal waste of 
a diminishing resource - our 
land. 

“I have attended five out of 
the six meetings on Wicken 
Vision and most of the 
‘consultees’ have been deeply 
critical of this crazy scheme.” 

The National Trust’s 100-year 
plan would see it buy land and 
flood it to create new areas of 
biodiversity, such as floodplain 
grazing marsh, wet woodland, 
fen and reed bed. 

It is hoped these will attract 
otters, water voles, bitterns, 
reed buntings, song thrushes, 
pipistrelle bats and great 
crested newts. 

But George Dean, of Long- 


meadow, Lode, said: “The 
proposal is not conservation 
work, rather the creation of an 
‘ideal countryside’. 

“The vision seems to be of a 
utopian imagined space, in 
which the public and managed 
landscape combine to give the 
effect of a natural space, 
whereas in reality it is entirely 
artificial. 

“It is actually a 22-square 
mile theme park, built for the 
recreation of the new 47,500 
homes to be built in the area 
soon. I am all for conservation, 
but against this vision of 
creation.” 

But National Trust spokes¬ 
man Howard Cooper insisted 
there was support for the 
scheme. 

He said: “Some people have 
supported it and some have not. 

“It is a long-term vision and 
there is no financial cost on it 
yet. It also depends on people’s 
willingness to sell their land 
for the project, which will help 
preserve the habitat of the 
Fens.”

Cloning device 
spotted at ATM 


CARD cloning fraudsters have 
struck in Ely 

An Ely woman contacted the Weekly 
News to report that more than £200 had 
been stolen from her bank account in 
Berlin after her credit card was cloned. 

It follows a police alert at the Lloyds 
TSB cash point, near Waitrose, in The 
Cloisters, last Wednesday, after officers 
found a cloning device fitted to the 
ATM. 

The “skimming” equipment is used 
to read cards and pin numbers, so a 
clone card can be created to use 
elsewhere. Victims only realise 
something is wrong after cash has been 
drained from their accounts. 

The victim, who did not want to be 
named, is certain the cloning incident 
happened in Ely 

She said: “I only got my card three 
weeks ago and I’ve not been outside Ely 
since then, apart from a short visit to 
Cambridge. 

“My card was cloned and £202, or 250 
euros, was withdrawn from my 
account in Berlin. 

“The bank is on top of this and I will 
be refunded, but is Ely now becoming 
the target for more types of card 
fraud?” 

Lloyds TSB is now urging anyone 
who has used to the machine to check 
their bank statements for any 
irregular withdrawals. 

Spokeswoman Eleanor Ross said: 
“We would advise people to check their 
statements regularly. 

“It is very difficult to copy and use 
cards in the UK, but thieves often use 
the cards abroad, so keep an eye out for 
withdrawals in foreign countries, 
especially ones you haven’t visited 
recently 

“Anyone with any concerns should 
contact an adviser at their local Lloyds 
TSB branch.” 

A police spokesman said: “If you 
have any concerns about strange 
transactions, please contact your bank.

Help transform 
lives of adults 
with autism 


Say yes to Mereham 
and bring prosperity 


Sir, The “Say No To Mereham” 
people were out in force on 
March 27 hoping to collect 
some 10,000 signatures, I am 
told. 

I guess most of those that 
signed already have homes 
and are already in the lifeboat. 
Sadly there are many out there 
that do not have homes, are 
not in the lifeboat, and never 
will be if these signatories 
have their way. 

Many who signed are 
probably retired, and use the 
A10 only at off-peak times, so 
are uninterested in the future 
of that road. 

What a narrow, misguided 
view this whole affair is! Let’s 
have a look at a better, fairer, 
logical alternative. 

We all know that access from 
Ely to the east is difficult and 
will remain so for many years 
because of the cost of 
building a road over the 
railway, over the river, the half- 


mile of low-lying land to 
Stuntney and then the single 
carriageway of eight miles via 
Soham and Fordham to the 
A14. 

Access to the south on the 
A10 via Stretham to the A14 is 
equally difficult on the 12 miles 
of overcrowded single 
carriageway. 

We all know that we are 
unlikely to get the money 
within the next 15 years to 
deal with both of these 
problems. 

So, let’s proceed as follows: 
“Say Yes to Mereham”, let the 
developers build their 5,000 
homes on a strict and legally 
enforceable condition that not 
a single home will be occupied 
until the key elements of the 
infrastructure are in place, and 
that would include dualling the 
A10’s carriageway from Ely to 
the A14. That would get the 
developers on our side - they 
would use all their influence on 


the local authorities and the 
transport people to get the 
A10 dualled, the schools, car 
parks, shops and surgeries up 
and running, enabling them to 
sell their homes. 

This greatly-improved 
transport link, the new A10, 
could then lead to some 
Cambridge and London 
organisations, and perhaps 
hospital and Government 
departments to relocate to Ely, 
bringing more jobs to our city, 
reducing the daily numbers 
commuting southwards to 
Cambridge and London. 

And our youngsters, perhaps 
including my grandson, might 
then afford a home to raise a 
family. 

Stand by Ely - boom times are 
a-coming.

Clean-up of toxic 
blight set to start 


FAMILIES living on 
toxic land are celebrat¬ 
ing today as work 
finally begins to fix 
their blighted homes. 

Residents of 31 properties 
built on the site of a former 
gasworks in Littleport have 
been unable to sell up or 
switch mortgage lenders 
since February 2003 when 
traces of mercury and other 
cancer-causing chemicals 
were found in their gardens. 

But clean-up work is now 
finally starting at the homes 
in Old School Close and Ponts 
Hill after a gruelling five-year 
battle by residents to secure 
£615,000 of funds for the 
decontamination. 

Contractors from VHE 
Construction were due to 
arrive at the site today to do 
surveys and set up working 
areas before tackling the 
earthworks, which are 
expected to take 16 weeks to 
complete. 

John Alexander, chairman 
of the local residents’ assoc¬ 
iation, said: “It has taken five

years but finally people will 
be able to move on with their 
lives. 

“For five years, these 
homes were virtually worth¬ 
less and no mortgage com¬ 
panies have wanted them. 
This clean-up work should 
sort this out.” 

He added: “It has been a 
real battle and we’ve had to 
jump through so many 
bureaucratic hoops. Thank 
goodness that the end is now 
in sight. 

“I think it’s important that 
we learn lessons from this 
episode, so it doesn’t happen 
elsewhere. 

“We need to see the Govern¬ 
ment step in sooner to fund 
this type of work as small 
district councils like East 
Cambridgeshire cannot afford 
to foot the bill for such expen¬ 
sive clean-up operations.” 

The district council has 
committed £370,000 of its own 
money and obtained more 


than £245,000 from the 
Department of Food and 
Rural Affairs (Defra) to pay 
for the works. 

Liz Knox, the council’s 
head of environmental 
services and housing, said: 
“This has been a long journey 
but we are all committed to 
reaching a conclusion 
together.” 

Last month the council was 
ordered by the Local Govern¬ 
ment Ombudsman to pay 
£5,000 each to four families 
living in the worst affected 
homes in Old School Close. 

It followed a Government 
report which slammed the 
council for major admin¬ 
istration blunders, which led 
to the construction of 26 
homes in 1990 on the former 
gas works site without proper 
checks on chemical levels in 
the soil. 

Jane Hipkin, who has a 
five-month-old baby, said: “I 
am pleased they are doing 
something. I just hope that it 
will help us with the sale of 
our property and that we can 
move on with our lives.”

Council Tax hikes 
have hit area hard 


LOCAL authorities in 
Cambridgeshire have seen 
some of the highest rises 
in Council Tax in England 
since Labour came to 
power in 1997, according 
to Tory figures. 

East Cambridgeshire, Fen- 
land, Huntingdonshire and 
Peterborough are among the 
districts with the top 12 
increases over the decade. The 
highest increase was for City of 
London, with 206 per cent, with 
East Cambridgeshire fourth at 
157 per cent. 

Fenland has seen a 151 per 
cent increase, Peterborough a 
144 per cent rise and Hunting¬ 
donshire a 142 per cent increase. 
Of the dozen lowest increases, 
six are Labour councils and just 
one is Tory controlled. 

Tory Shadow Local Govern¬ 
ment Minister Eric Pickles, who 
obtained the figures through 
Parliamentary answers, said: 
“Everyone has faced soaring 
levels of Council Tax, with 
homes across the South and East

Anglia being clobbered the most 
under Gordon Brown. People are 
paying more and getting less.” 

Cambridgeshire South East 
MP Jim Paice said: “Since the 
Tories took control of East 
Cambridgeshire, the level of 
Council Tax rises has reduced 
dramatically 

“The majority of the increases 
were under the Liberal 
Democrats who used to run the 
council. But grants from the 
Labour Government in 
Whitehall have clearly been 
transferring money from Tory 
councils in East Anglia and the 
South East to the urban areas 
they run in the North of 
England. 

“It is all about politics. The 
best way to ensure low Council 
Taxes is to have a Conservative 
Government and a Conservative 
local authority” 

Cambridgeshire North-East 
MP Malcolm Moss said: “These 
figures show the Labour 


Government is shifting White¬ 
hall grants from the Tory south 
of England to their Labour 
heartlands in the north.” 

And Huntingdon MP Jona¬ 
than Djanogly said: “Thanks to 
the care of the Tory council, 
Huntingdonshire’s Council Tax 
bills remain some of the lowest 
in the country 

“This Government is cynically 
transferring Whitehall cash to 
Labour local authorities in the 
north of England at the expense 
of homeowners in Cambridge¬ 
shire.”

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Jail looms for 
keeper of gun 


A FORMER lorry 
driver who carried a 
sawn-off shotgun 
could face a long jail 
sentence. 

Graham Peters, 46, was 
told by magistrates in 
Ely he could expect to 
serve substantial time in 
prison after he admitted 
possessing a sawn-off 
shotgun without a 
licence. 

The court heard how 
Peters had been given 
the weapon by a Spanish 
lorry driver years ago 
after he was robbed 
several times driving in 
Europe. 

He kept it in his truck 
for years before he 
retired from driving four 
years ago to become a 
carpenter, stashing it 
underneath the bed of 
his mobile home in 
Twentypence Road, 
Wilburton. 

It was discovered by 
police on March 17 after 
a tip-off. 

Emma Dimitriev, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “It is very 
worrying that someone

should have a lethal 
weapon in their home. 

“The only reason for 
shortening a shotgun is 
to conceal it or make it 
look more menacing. 

“We are not saying he 
was involved in anything 
criminal - it is just 
foolishness. But he did 
not have a licence for any 
shotgun and you can’t 
have one for a sawn-off 
shotgun anyway.” 

Michael Judkins, def¬ 
ending, said Peters, who 
is now a spot welder, had 
never used or threatened 
anyone with the gun, 
which had remained 
hidden at all times. 

He said: “It was always 
kept within a pile of 
clothes and there was no 
way for people to see it. 

“It remained in the cab 
for a number of reasons 
for many years. He had 
been accosted at the 
roadside several times by 
diesel thieves, but never 
used the gun and instead 


decided the best thing 
was to let them have 
what they wanted. 

“The gun has also 
never been accompanied 
by ammunition. It was 
kept as a keepsake - it 
was a very stupid thing 
to do and he is very sorry 
about it.” 

However, magistrates 
felt the case was so 
serious it was beyond 
their sentencing powers 
after hearing defendants 
facing similar charges 
had been handed senten¬ 
ces of up to 30 months in 
prison. 

Presiding magistrate 
Jane Lewin-Smith said: 
“The laws regarding 
keeping shotguns are 
very strict and people 
who keep them must 
comply with many laws. 
You were just keeping 
this dangerous weapon 
willy-nilly in a 
vulnerable place for four 
years.” 

Peters was released on 
bail to appear for 
sentence at Cambridge 
Crown Court at a date to 
be fixed. 


Car driver knocked out 
in collision with van 


A MAN was knocked 
unconscious for several 
minutes after his car was 
in collision with a van and 
ended in a fen ditch. 

The collision happened 
on the A141 near Chatteris 
last Wednesday at 10.45am 
and involved a yellow 
Ford Focus and a yellow 
Renault Traffic van. 

After he regained con¬ 
sciousness, the driver of 
the Focus was taken to 
Hinchingbrooke Hospital 
in Huntingdon. His 
passenger was also taken 
to the same hospital with 
slight injuries. 


The driver of the van 
was unhurt. 

Police have appealed for 
information about a grey 
car which was travelling 
on the A141 towards 
March at the time. 

A police spokesman 
said: “If anyone was 
driving along the road at 
the time and can remem¬ 
ber seeing this incident, 
or can recall seeing a 
silver car, contact police.”

A MYSTERY buyer is believed 
to have saved a major hotel 
from closure after it was hit by 
fraud. 

Weddings, weekly business 
meetings and the Soham Bike 
Show were all scheduled to 
take place at Soham Lodge 
Hotel on the A142 at Qua Fen 
Common, but it is now closed. 

It is believed a buyer is now 
finalising talks to take over 
the 18-room motel, but 
customers in the meantime 
have been left in the dark 
about its future. 

Notices have been put on the 
main door telling visitors the 
hotel is temporarily closed. 
One sign claims everyone with 
bookings will be contacted in 
the next seven to 10 days by 
the new company 

The Weekly News has been 
contacted by several people 
who have booked the venue for 
weddings and parties. They 
are now trying to find out 
what is happening. 

Soham Staploe Rotary Club 
has moved its weekly meeting 
to the Cherry Tree pub at 
short notice. 


In February, police began 
investigations into allegations 
of fraud at the hotel, which 
are still ongoing. No arrests 
have been made, but the fraud 
was discovered after a former 
member of staff went on 
holiday 

A police spokesperson said: 
“Officers are investigating a 
case of fraud by false repre¬ 
sentation reported to police on 
February 11. No arrests have 
yet been made.” 

Accountant Peter Rivers, 
spokesman for the buyers, has 
said bookings for functions 
will be honoured where 
possible. 

Manager Julie Hobbs was 
unavailable for comment. 

The 20-year-old hotel was 
named Award Winner for Best 
Hotel in the Fens for Friend¬ 
liness, Hospitality and 
Facilities from Hidden Places 
of England last year. 

Organisers of the Whit 
Sunday Bike Show, due to be 
held at the hotel in May, said 
they were uncertain if the 
event would be cancelled or if 
they need to relocate.

Cambridgeshire has al¬ 
ready lost several branches in 
recent years, and there is 
speculation that 70 could face 
the axe in July 

The campaign aims to: 

■ Save all post offices in 
Mid-Anglia from closure 
where there is a demonstrable 
public need for them to be 
retained 

■ Get the Government to 
provide financial support to 
ensure post offices remain 
open in villages and small 
towns, thereby safeguarding 
rural life and local economies. 

Postmasters and postmis¬ 
tresses have joined MPs to 
back the campaign - and 
readers are asked to show 
their support by signing the 
petition. 

Deepak Kale, manager of 
Wickhambrook Post Office, 
said: “We are the hub of the 
community This is a vital 
service. 

“We have been here 12 
months and took over an 
ageing post office and village 
stores. We have spent the year 
investing time, effort and 
money to refurbish the 
business.” 

He said publicity about the 
closures had made people use 
their local post office more. 

Since 2001, Cambridge has 
lost several branches. The axe 


has also fallen on village 
branches. 

A decision on the next 
closures in the county, along 
with those in Hertfordshire 
and Bedfordshire, will be ann¬ 
ounced in July 
Jim Paice, Cambridgeshire 
South East MP, said: “I am 
absolutely delighted the 
Cambridge News is backing 
the campaign to stop post 
office closures in the county 
“They are vital to rural 
communities. If they shut we 
don’t just lose a post office but 
often the shop, a social facility 
and community service to the 
disadvantage of the elderly 
and the vulnerable.” 

Andrew Lansley, MP for 
South Cambridgeshire, said: 
“I welcome the News’ camp¬ 
aign. Post offices are vital to 


many people across Cam¬ 
bridge and the county We will 
do everything we can to stop 
the closure programme, 
which will hit pensioners and 
the most vulnerable people.” 

Malcolm Moss, MP for 
North East Cambridgeshire, 
said: “Post offices are vital to 
locals, villages and towns. We 
are determined to stop the 
closure programme and 
welcome the News’ camp¬ 
aign.” 

David Howarth, Liberal 
Democrat MP for Cambridge, 
said : “We have already seen 
too many post offices close in 
Cambridgeshire. They are a 
vital community resource.” 

West Suffolk MP Richard 
Spring recently met Post 
Office representatives to 
discuss the closures. 


He said: “I am determined 
to do what I can to minimise 
any closures and ensure 
where closures do take place 
that communities continue to 
have access to post office 
services. 

“The experience of those 
areas which have been 
reviewed to date suggests that 
some post offices initially 
slated for closure can be saved 
if the public response is 
sufficiently compelling.” 

Other MPs backing the 


campaign include Shailesh 
Vara, MP for Cambridgeshire 
North West, and Huntingdon 
MP Jonathan Djanogly 

Residents in Roxton, near St 
Neots, have stepped up their 
fight to save their post office 
by presenting a petition to MP 
Alistair Burt. 

The petition is the result of 
an internet appeal which was 
put on the Prime Minister’s 
official website by residents in 
January pleading for their 
post office to be saved.

BECHER’S BROOK: The 1839 National gave us the legendary Becher’s Brook, jumped as the sixth and 22nd fence in the 
great race. Captain Martin Becher fell from his horse Conrad at the ditch and crawled into the brook to escape the rest of 
the field jumping on him. 

He is reported to have said he never knew water tasted so foul without whisky in it. There have been many fallers at this 
notorious fence since then and in 1990 Becher’s Brook was straightened and the ditch partially filled in to make it safer. 

DOUGLAS: Former British Lions rugby union international John Douglas won the Grand National as an owner in 1979. His 
10-year-old Rubstic scored at 25-1 to give Scotland its one and only success in the race. 

FAVOURITES: Rough Quest was the first winning favourite in 14 years when he scored at 7-1 in 1996 and market leader 
Earth Summit struck just two years later at the same odds. Golden Miller started the shortest-priced favourite ever in 1935 
at 2-1 but failed to complete the course. 

GREYS: Only two grey horses have ever won the Grand National in its 150-year history, The Lamb (1868 and 1871) and 
Nicolaus Silver (1961). 

JOCKEYS: Carl Llewellyn is the only jockey still riding to have won the Grand National twice, on Party Politics (1992) and 
Earth Summit (1998). 

LADY RIDERS: Charlotte Brew became the first woman to ride in the Grand National in 1977. Her mount Barony Fort 
refused at the fourth-last fence. Geraldine Rees was the first to complete the course, on Cheers in 1982. Rosemary 
Henderson, a 51-year-old grandmother, finished fifth on Fiddlers Pike in 1994. Carrie Ford will be trying to win this time 
aboard Forest Gunner. 

MOVIES: Aldaniti’s emotional 1981 success inspired the movie ‘Champions’. John Hurt portrayed Bob Champion, who 
fought back from cancer to land the National on a horse who overcame career-threatening injury himself. 

NICKEL: Nickel Coin was the last mare to win the Grand National, in 1951. Closest to scoring for the fairer sex in recent 
years have been Dubacilla and Ebony Jane, fourth in 1995 and 1994 respectively, and Auntie Dot, third in 1991. 

OUTSIDERS: Four horses have won the race at odds of 100-1, Tipperary Tim (1928), Gregalach (1929), Caughoo (1947) and 
Foinavon (1967). 

RED RUM: No horse can match Red Rum’s Grand National record. Winner of the race in 1973 and 1974, he was second the 
next two years before his historic third victory in 1977. After his retirement on the eve of the National in 1978, he regularly 
led the parade of runners before the start. He died in 1995 and is buried by the winning post at Aintree. 

VOLUPTUARY: Voluptuary, bred by Queen Victoria, had never jumped a fence before winning the National in 1884. He 
ended his career clearing a water jump night after night in the Grand National scene of the play ‘Prodigal Daughter’. 

WEDDINGS: Aintree racecourse is now licensed for wedding ceremonies. Couples can tie the knot in the Valentine suite of 
the Queen Mother stand before moving on to the Becher suite for a wedding breakfast, with the whole site available for 
memorable photographs. 

YOUNGEST: Bruce Hobbs was the youngest jockey to win the National, scoring on Battleship in 1938 at the age of 17. 
Oldest successful rider was 48-year-old Dick Saunders on Grittar in 1982. Tim Durant was the oldest jockey to complete the 
course, partnering Highlandie in 1968 at the age of 68. 

ZONGALERO: When Zongalero finished a length-and-a-half second to Rubstic in the 1979 National he completed an 
unhappy hat-trick. He had also been runner-up in the Mackeson Gold Cup and Massey-Ferguson Gold Cup and ended the 
season without a win to his name.

NO, your eyes do not deceive 
you, this is a road test of a 
Honda S2000 - now 

effectively a new car. 

Much of what is on show remains 
the same. Owners get leather seats, 
a radio/CD player, alloy wheels, 
driver and passenger airbags and, 
most importantly, the same 
amazing engine. And oh what an 
engine it is. 

The 2.0-litre petrol unit has four 
cylinders - the same as many 
family cars and small executive 
saloons engines. There though, the 
similarities end. The red line for 
example sits just under 9,000 revs. 
That’s approaching motorbike 
revolutions per minute - practically 
unheard of in a car. Most diesel 
engines have a red line at half that 
figure while most petrols hit the 
limiter at about 6-7,000. When the 
S2000’s VTEC unit reaches these 
revs, it’s just getting going. 

Performance figures from the 
loony engine are a power output of 
237bph which creates a top speed of 
150mph and a 0-60mph dash is seen 
off in 5.6 seconds. The engine is 
only part of the story, however. 
What has been modified is the

suspension - previously the biggest 
flaw. Before these revisions, if you 
drove an S2000 in anything other 
than perfect weather and clean, dry 
roads, you had to be careful - very 
careful. The handling was poised, 
rather precariously, on a knife-edge 
and on greasy roads the rear could 
snap round, with only the smartest 
drivers able to catch it. 

Now, Honda has added thicker 
anti-roll bars, fiddled with the 
dampers and up-rated the 
suspension. The result is a hugely 
inspiring sports car. Put it into a 
bend and it will let you push 
towards the limits. When you get 
close to losing control, it tells you by 
giving too much feedback and 
progressively understeering which 
is correctable by gently lifting off. 

Don’t get me wrong though, as

FORD announced last week 
that it has entered into a 
definitive agreement to sell its 
Jaguar and Land Rover 
operations to India-based Tata 
Motors. 

The transaction is the culmination of 
Ford’s decision last August to explore 
strategic options for the Jaguar Land 
Rover businesses, as the company 
focuses on its core Ford brand and 
“One Ford” global transformation. 

The sale is expected to close by the 
end of the next quarter and is subject 
to customary conditions, including 
receipt of applicable regulatory 
approvals. 

The total amount to be paid in cash 
by Tata Motors for Jaguar Land Rover 
will be approximately $2.3 billion. Ford 
will then contribute approximately 
$600 million to the Jaguar Land Rover 
pension plans. 

“Jaguar and Land Rover are terrific 
brands,” said Alan Mulally, president 
and CEO of Ford. “We are confident 
that they are leaving our fold with the 
products, plans and teams to continue 
to thrive under Tata’s stewardship.” 

As part of the transaction, Ford will 
continue to supply Jaguar Land Rover 
for differing periods with powertrains, 
stampings and other vehicle compo¬ 
nents, in addition to environmental 
and platform technologies. Ford has

also committed to provide engineering 
support, including research and develo¬ 
pment, plus information technology, 
accounting and other services. 

In addition, Ford Motor Credit 
Company will provide financing for 
Jaguar and Land Rover dealers and 
customers during a transitional period 
of up to 12 months. 

The parties believe these 
arrangements will support Jaguar 
Land Rover’s current product plans, 
while providing Jaguar Land Rover 
freedom to develop its own stand-alone 
capabilities in the future that will best 
serve its premium manufacturer 
requirements. 

The parties do not anticipate any 
significant changes to Jaguar Land 
Rover employees’ terms of

Speaking about the agreement, 
Ratan Tata, chairman of Tata Sons and 
Tata Motors, commented: “We are very 
pleased at the prospect of Jaguar and 
Land Rover being a significant part of 
our automotive business. We have 
enormous respect for the two brands 
and will endeavour to preserve and 
build on their heritage and 
competitiveness, keeping their 
identities intact. We aim to support 
their growth, while holding true to our 
principles of allowing the management 
and employees to bring their 
experience and expertise to bear on the 
growth of the business.” 

Speaking on behalf of Jaguar Land 
Rover, Geoff Polites, chief executive 
officer, said: “Jaguar Land Rover’s 
management team is very pleased that 
Ford and Tata Motors have come to an 
agreement. Our team has been 
consulted extensively on the deal 
content and feels confident that it 
provides for the business needs of both 
our brands going forward.

Car tax changes will 
hit families hardest 


Cube concept goes green 


NEW York City is about to 
get a lesson in what happens 
when geography meets 
geometry - specifically, 
when the world, which is 
round, meets the Nissan 
Cube, which is essentially 
square.

THE dearer road tax 
levies announced in 
UK Chancellor 
Alistair Darling’s 
latest Budget will hit 
existing drivers of 
typical family cars 
from next year, but 
fails to address the 
real issue of older and 
bigger polluters on 
today’s roads. 

That’s the verdict of CAP, 
which provides used car 
values and technical data to 
Britain’s motor industry. 

CAP describes this as a 
“tax trap”, and says the 
hardest-hit will be drivers 
of automatic versions of 
larger-engined cars up to 
seven years old. 

These drivers, says CAP, 
will be hit by a double 
whammy of huge increases 
in Vehicle Excise 


He contrasts it with last 
year’s introduction of a 
Band G VED charge for 
higher-emissions vehicles. 
That rule applied only to 
new cars purchased after 
the announcement - giving 
drivers the opportunity to 
research which vehicles 
would attract the highest 
VED charge, thereby giving 
them the opportunity to 
choose a vehicle attracting 
lower car tax. 

He says: “No matter 
which way you look at the 
new VED rates, they trap 
many existing drivers into 
paying substantial hikes in 
car tax, while perversely 
leaving older, more 
polluting cars alone. 

“The impact will be felt 
hardest by the typical driver 
of larger family cars of 
medium age, especially 
those with automatics 
because they are slightly 


Duty and more 
rapid 
depreciation, 
which could 
severely affect 
sell-on values. 

CAP believes 
next year’s 
proposed 
increases in 
Vehicle Excise 
Duty (VED) are ill 
thought-out, due 
to their 

disproportionate 
impact on used 
car drivers, while 
doing nothing to 
encourage the 
drivers of older 
vehicles to switch 
into newer, more 
efficient, cars. 

To illustrate 
this, CAP experts 
point to the 
example of a 
Volkswagen 
Passat 2.0-litre 
automatic 
registered March 1 
2001 (Y- 

registration). 
From next year, 
the owner of such 
a car will face a 
VED cost of £415 - 
almost double the 
current tax disc 
price of £210. 

In contrast, the 
same model 

registered before 
that date will only 
attract an increase 
in VED based on 
the standard rate

less fuel efficient and 
produce more carbon 
dioxide. 

“Many of these cars will 
be worth around £2,000 to 
£2,500 in the trade, and the 
cost of a tax disc will be 
around 15 to 20 per cent of 


the car’s entire value. 

That will inevitably 
reduce their value 
substantially, and therefore 
existing owners face the 
double whammy of bigger 
tax and a lower resale 
value,” states Norman.
